As Perſicles was chief of the adverſe part, and Duke Oſimus 
of the Perſians, ſotheptwo began the encounter , bzeaking of 
their ſtaves with exceeding great valour:but Oſi us — 
to win the chicfkcſt honour , foz that he was eſteemed the be 
K night in Perſia , had p:zovided Staves oftough wood, which

perſicles finding himſelf ſomewhat recovered , at th Art 84 
pening ol his eyes,fixed them on Conſtantia, which by renn 
was not fully revived , ood till fixed upon the firft objec; as c 
were with affectionate earneſtneſs , which cauſed an exceeding. 
* blufhtoriſe in her cheeks. 
But now ſeeing ſuch a number about bim, he was amazed 
and-halfaſham:cd of is fop!, wn. I beſeech you leave me wy

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ſelf, and ſte the reſt of the Curnament; foz J have no harm; 
With that he ſtarted upon his Fett, and fetching a deep fgh, 
departed, thep were all much glad at his ſafety, and ſoleaving 
dim to be attended by two Kaights,thep departed to the Scat- 
folds and again took their places to behold the reſt of the Tur⸗ 
nament. 

Perſicles was exceedingly vexed that he had received ſuch a 
diſgrace, and in the pꝛeſence of ſuch an honourable Aſemblp, 
moſt of all, foz that he underſtood Olimus's intent, and pzeſently 
buckling on ene of his Knights Irmour mounting himſelf, cn- 
trid the Lift again: by which time the Tilc was almoſt ended, 
and the Perlian Knight bare awip the p2ize ; but Perlicles 
then unknown,ftcod ready at the races end fa the next Encoun- 
ter, againſt whom the Perſian Knight ran, but ſo far to his diſ⸗ 
grace, that he tumbled with his heels upwards , with that e- 
verp one began to wonder who ic ſhould be, and the people gave 
an exceeding ſhout , then'another Perſian met with him, whole 
Feztune was much like the fozmer , fo: his Steed ſtumbling 
with the fozce of the encounter, thep both fell down. A Knight 
gfPer(ia, who that dap had wen great honour bp his valour ſee⸗ 
ing that, would needs be the next to meet dim, thinking to re⸗ 
verge his Country-mens diſyrace ; but at the firft Race thep 
could not perfo:m it, foz they paſſed by without any other ods, 
but bzcaking their Staves moſt gallantlp , and running again, 
the Perſians feztune was ſo bad that he was oderthzown.

Perſicles being unarmed, accempenied the Empetcur of Per- 

ſia, the King of Natolta, and thereſt, havirg thet dap won 


. ſuch honour, as made zem Woze highly cNteem.d; and coming to 
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lalute his S iſter Piera, de ſuddenly eſpyed Conſtantiz , thinking 
de had befoze ſeen that ſweet countenance, bit he could yet re⸗ 
member where, Which caſt him into ſuch a deep ſtidy, that he 
almoft fozgot himſelf. After he had ſaluted the reſt , he came 
to Conſtantia, to whom he ſaid :. Fair Lady, either à have bc= 
held pour beauty © that ſweet countenance in ſome other Coun⸗ 
trp,oz in ſome viſſon, foꝛ my mind perſwadeth me that J cults 
perkcalp know pou; foz Jam ſure, this is net the firſt time J 
have ſeen pon, which makes me thus bold to demand of whence 
dou are, if it be not cffenſive unto pou. Sir (reptied Conſtantia)

mind his comelincfs, Clelcur, Cote, end Courtifte, which (38 
had befeze neted, (A which remembirers eme de der (9 micg

C0ointrp obercame his heart, and reviv'd him with a manly 
courage to redenge, ſo that he commanded all things to be pꝛe⸗ 
pared foz his ſudden departure: ard going to his Chamber, he 
got Pen and Ink, and wzit as folls wech.

meniars aſſailed him round about with ſuch unc qual odds, be- 
{rg a multitude to ene, that ſometimes thep were thzuſt ſo near.

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upon him in the tdꝛong, tdat they ſwaped him up t down, thoſe 
that came next him dyed by his [wozd, their dead bo: ies falling 
down between his Ste&ds legs, which made dim lap about with 
ſuch furp,that de ſoon made them give wap. In the mean time, 
Wbilft the moſt part ofthe Gattel were bent to deffrop bim, the 
Aſſyrians had made ſuch afliughter amongſt the dut wings of 
the Armp,that moft of them were fliin,ond che reft fled, Thru» 
reus fearing Perlicles harm, foz that he miſſed him, w th his 
followers, ſoon found him out, and by that means reſcued him 
from the multicude , who had unho:ſed him, be ng conflrained 
to fight on foot, being ſcarce able to with-bold himſelf f-om 
ſtambling on the dead Carcaſſes of thoſe whom he had latn. 
Thrureus loon got dim re-mounted & then both ofthem pe:uſed 
their enemies ſo fiercely, that they began to flie, and had not 
the dap then ended they had all been deſtroped, Which cauſed

earth, as if ſome battel had been latcly fought in that plate, 
thoſe which lay dead ſeeming to have fled to ſave their lives.

Whether J was {A in his favour oz no;with that J tol dim the 
canſe of mp coming, which when he had heard, ſnch a paion of 
diſcontent overcame hi vital Spirics , that with many bitter 
groans he gave up the Ghoſt. When J ſaw there was no wap 
foz bis recoverp,J departed te enquire what Laughter the ene- 
my made, who bp that time the day was ended, had danquiſhed 
the Aſſyrian fozces ; and took the City, and moſt of the Mobl- 
litp Pziſoners : Itaped four daps hiding me ſecretly, to bzing

How Peyſicies hearing the news by Pi/or, departed into a ſolita- 
ryplace,which cauſed the unforcunate ſeparation betwixt him 
and Cenſtantia, who in great ſorrow wandring to ſeek him 
was found by Helion, and carried into Arabia; of the ſorrows 
Perſicles endured for her abſence: How P5/or became Fran- 
tick. 


Erſicles's heart was overcome with ſuch ſozrow,to hear 
Piſor's heady news, de had much ado to contain him- 
ſelf from extream madneſs, that he minded a while to 
with draw himſelfto utter his plaints in thoſe ſolitary 
walks, but leeing Pitor-follow him; veftred dim return tothe 


thepherds Honſe,and in no tale toacquaint Contia with the 
-mis-foztunes,but if he-noked fo2 him, he ſhould der he would 
tome p2eſentip.Piſor being departed, de ſoughEldz the moſt un- 


frequented place in the Wood, wand2ed long in That diſconten?, 
but could find none agreeable to his mind; not knowing where 
de went, oz what de intended, dis ſenſes being dulled wid that 
paſſionate deratton, continuing ſe long therein; that he ſpent 
longer time in ſerking cut à place ok reſt, then he was Ware of; 
Which turned to his greateſt unreſt, as afterwards it fell out: foz 
Conſtantia matbelling that he ſtayed ſo long, end noting Piſors 
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darkened countenance, ſuppoſed ſome il news co be the cauſe, 
and finding occaften fit , thought to End her Love in the midit 
of dis dumps, and with her amiable p2efence to comfo:e him, 
ſo ſtealing frem the Cottage into the Womnd , Where Piſor told 
der that he had left him, ſhe wandzed up and down a great 
- While not finding dun, which made der wonder; ſometimes cal - 
ling bim, dut not by bis own name, leaſt anp ſhould hear der: 
And finding that mcans to p2evail nothing , (be began to enter 
inco many eoubicul thoughts: ſometimes calling his Topaltp in 
qutſlior chen agatn rep:oving her tancy kez entring inco ſuſpi⸗ 
tien of bim; then thinking fome i news was hapned in Afly- 
ria, which might dzive him into a careleſs deſperation, fearing 
that fom:e of the Peruan Knights hid met him, and finding ſome 
likelibccd of ſuſpition in him, hath carried him to thr King her 
Fathec. Thiſe meditaticns pelCeſt her mind lo long 1 w2ought 
luch terre in ber fanctes, that the fared like one chat had been 
pollcſ with the truth that it was ſo. 

T hus did they both contizue the moft part of the dap, ſhe ſæk⸗ 
ing him, and he eppꝛeſt with care, not remembzing that it was 
time toreturn home, yet both of them directing their Steps d 
eentrary wap, that they met not :but wandzed one from the 0-

Helion rode to 
der and awaked ber, by his fozmer diſpoſtt{or, and bp her ctunte⸗ 
nance, which was LiU in bis remembzarce , be perkealp knew 
ber, and ſhe at the firſt fight knew him, which amazed her ſenſes 
With deadly fear: To whom he ſaid: Py dear Corſtantia,whee 
bach cauſed pou thus diſcourteouſip co reject mp lode * and leave 
the Peri:an Court to endure this hard foꝛtune, ſo muth d:ſagries 
ing to pour Cate, pet at length J beſeechrou to accept of mp 
love, and go with me into Arabia. 

Leave eff peur diſſembling ſpecches (queth Conſtantia) and 
let me alene, fo: à bad rather all mp life lie on this ecid carth, 
thin ide at caſe with pou. Uich that ſhe would have lett him, 
but he commanded his Servants by fozce to take her inte the 
Coach , ard togoalong with him into Arabia, not letting anp 
know what (he was but Sel:a. 

Wihen Conſtantia ſab that of fo:ce he muſt needs go, ſhe ut⸗ 
tered ſuch plaints, and made ſuch ſo:romful exclamations, that 
tho'e that guarded her thought (he would have fallen mad , and 
theugh thep neither knew her no2 her cauſe of (azrow : pet in 
thcir hearts they pictied der. 

Whom we will leave fully poſeſt with the utecrmeſt extre- 
mity of anguiſh, onwards towards Arabia, the place ſie meſt of

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Piſor lying dead in the Wood, which affcighted me with ſuch 
fear of her miſhsp, that J know not what to do, no: which wap 
to go in her ſearch. 

Mp Lo2d (ſatd the Shepherd) J can aCure pou there doth no 
WTtiid-beaſt haunt this UWood,fo2 then could not mp Flocks feed 
in qutet, of which J have not loſt one Lamb bp anp caſualty, 
but rather J think mp Lady miſſir g you all the dap, is gone lo 
far into the woed,that we cannot return, noz you find her, whom 
J do not toubt but to find in the mozning ; neither is de dead, 
but J believe hath. taſted ſome of our unlucky Fruit called Pp= 
leſs, thac hachcaſt him into a dead Nleep, and after that he will 
be Fcantick foz a ſpace. 

Perſicles was much comfozte> with the Shepherds ſpeeches, 
pet n*twithſt=nding left bim, and all that night wandze)d up and 
dolon the Mood to find her, but heſpent his labonr in vain,net- 
ther that night, noz thencrt day finding der, which dzave hin 
ſo far bepond the compaſs of Natural continenep, that if be had 
remained long in that perplexitp, it would have cut eff his life, 
When he ſaw himſelf void of all hopes, without means how to 
find der, an) aflurance that che was not wichin the Wood , he 
ſat hiunſclf down upon the earth, uttering theſe laments. How 
fo:turate had J been, had J never let foot cn Perſianſoil ? then

Thus he lived in thoſe Mods many daps and pears, making 
every Tree a Monument of Conftantiaes unfo:tunate lofſe,

Orerus, againſt Parenus and Thrurens, whom we will leave foz 
a while, to ſptak ofthe mis- foztunes that befel Conſtantia.

Jn this very place did he leave 
Conſtantia, neither her Keper no; any other knowing what the 
was, Who by this time was reſolved to endure all adverfities , 
meny dites giving der felt to quiet : Helion bp reaſon of his 
dilembling mourning he came net xt her. 

But þ time being teme, that he was Crowned King be mar- 
ried Sc!:2, caufing Conſtantia as one of her Þanyd-maids to at- 
tend her, which he did out ofa malious intent only to dex her; 
but ſhe was well content to do any thing to be rid of his hateful 
tove, whom the abhozred from the derp depth of her ſout. But 
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when he ſaw ſhe endured the ſame with ſuch patience,he again 
cauſed her to be kept cloſely in the Ponafterp, giving ozder þ 
none but Pali: ſhould come at her. 

Thus did the continue until che began to feel her ſelf with 
Child by Perũcles, which d:ave her tothe utcermoſt exigent of 
care, how to p;eſerve the Infants life: ſometimes thinking to 
make her eſtate known to Palta : but having ſufficient trpal of 
her wicked diſpoſition durſt not truſt her, lesft cht (ould reveal 
the ſame to the King. 

Selia allo at that time was great with Child by Helion,brth 
Conceiving at one inſtant, one in the Perſian Court. the other tn 
the Dhepherds Cottage. Sclia made Helion acquainted theres 
with,vefiring that ſhe might be dclivercd in ſome p2ivate place, 
that the Ladies ofthe Court might not know thercof, foz it 
would be to her a great ſcandal. 

Hel ien well knowing the nature of the people, and in what de⸗ 
teſtable ſozt chep held Adulterp in their Queen, thought no 
place ſo fit as the Wonaſterpy where Conſtantia was, whethcr 
the was ſoo... .onveped : repozt being given out by the Kings 
command, that (he was foz the pzeſervation of her health de⸗ 
parted into the Country. 

The Queen being come inte the Monaſterp,nsked fo: Con- 
ſtaaciz , who was pzeſently bzought befeze her, whom Selia now 
began te hate moztally,being jealous of her ſuppoſing that her 
Husband till loded her, whom ſhe uſed ſo diſdsinfully, upbzald⸗ 
ing her with many undecent {pEches, which che took moſt pati- 
ently, with bziniſh tears lamenting her mis-foztunes : and ſa 
p20ndly did ſhe behave her ſelfcoall that attended on der p thep 
degan to millike her. 

Pali ſeeing the pzide of the Queen, and in what diſdainful 
ſozt (he uſed her,accufing her to be pzidp to theBings ſecret lobe 
to Conſtantia, and uſing her ſo ba ſelp, and with ſuch evil terme 
began to hate her, which Conſtantia perceived by ſome doubt® /

03tunity,when ſhe was vered with her unkindneſs,Ge came ta 
- Palia, and lad: Jperccive the Mugen uſeth you unkindly/

Penthraſus being defirous to pzaciſe his Art, which befo:e he 
dutſt not do(foz by the Laws of the Land the (ame was puniſh- 
ed wich death) pꝛomiſed by his Art to make the ſame ſo tnvin- 
cible, that it ſhould never be overcome by ſtrength oz pollcp; 
advbifing the King to bzing Conſtantia thither,and tw Damo- 
ſels to attend her, and attpze her in rich Oꝛnaments. When þ 
King had perfozmed this, and delivered her to Panthraſus,ma- 
king a condition with him, that none but himſelf ſhould be ſuf- 
fered to have entrance, de veparted,leading Conſtantia to be cn - 
tertained by Penthraſus, who led her into the Caſtle, appoint - 
ing her Damoſels where thep ould have all things neceCirp, 
telling her it would be many pears befoze (he could be releaſed; 
After he had placed her there, he began to caſt about how to foz- 
title the ſame ; and by his Art, he found that there lived in the 
Deſc of Arabia two mighty Gpants,of huge p2opoztion,and of 
great ſtrength, whom he found out, caſting ſuch bewitched 
tharms upon them, that they p2eſently followed him to the Ca- 
ſtle, (which he afterwards named Penthraſus's Palace) bp his 
charms and ſpells binding them to keep the *rſt entrance of the 
Bz3idge, and by his Sozcerties guarding everp entrance in ſuch 
ſtrong ſozt as it was impoſſible to be overcome. Having perfo;- 
med ederp thing accozding to his mind, he bzought thither hits 
wife named lla, determining to ſpend the reſt of his life there; 
but within few pears he fell cn, and byhts art found the date of 
bis life to be near : Whereupon he went to the ©2acle of the 
Heſperian Aymphs in the Deſart, which he was enjopne d unte 
by u Uifton he ſaw in his ep, to know what he (ould do con- 
cerning thoſe charms which de had ſet upon the Caſtle , Whoſs 
anſwer was this. 

; Penthraſns , Becauſe by thy Art thou kaſt not attempted any 
wicked action, and co diſcloſe the Deſtinies; many a Knight of 
as H 2 undry 
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ſundry ſtrange Countries ſhall bear of the beauty of Cen, 
and ſhall come to try their adventures to ſet her at liberty; but 
none (hall perform it: neither (hall ir be revealed that ſhe is the 
Daughter of che Emperor of Perfia , until ſhe be releaſed by the 
Valour of her own Son, and the manner and means how he is 
as yet hidden: and unrevealed, until which time 1s will live, and 
by our directions govern the Caltie until the Enchantments be 
ended. Dctx.ccciving this anſwer, he returned home, and within 
few daps dped. 

Thus was Conſtantia tut loſed, enjoying all the dolights der 
heart could deftre; but nothing £euld comfozt her but teme m⸗ 
bꝛance of yer Lozd Perſicles, fox whole abſence ſhe liued tn'con- 
tinual grief. 

Hellon kept that Which de had done concerning Conltantiz 
from the knowledge of Sclia , determining never to (ee her a- 
gain, within ſhozt time after , ſuch ned began between be & 
lhe,that the whole Court was in an upꝛoze, e he found ſach diſ⸗ 
quiet with her that then de began to hace her,abanvon her com- 
panp and to dote on the remembzance of Conſtantia, repenting 
dim of the cvil de had done her, and reſolvedagain to ſet her at 
liberty, oz elſe to obtain of Pentbaraſus ts live fo ever in the 
Caſtic, and by cxtcaozdinarp means to obrain her love; e upon a 
time he rod thither determining ts ( her, where when he cams 
de found the Gate at the entrance ofthe B;ivge faſt (hut, and 
nothing but a hozn hanging thereat faſtned to a Chain, which de 
winded and pꝛeſently ene of the Gyancs came cothe deoz, with 
whoſe fight he ſtood 8ffrighted, tin he asked dim what be would 
have ? J would, (aid he, ſpzal; with Penchoauſus, The Gpant 
bid bim come in, and Hutting faft the encrance,b2ought him be⸗ 
fo:e Ia, who pꝛeſently knowing him,(atd,J underſtand p cauſe 
of your coming, which tton ſhalt never obtain, foz which diflopat 
thought, and other tgnoble derts, thou ſpalt never de part from 
yence,until the Lady which thou didſt-cavſe tobe tn cloſcd/here 
be ſec at liberty: with t hat, not ſuffering him to anſwer be cau- 
{cd him to be bound, and carried into dark Dungeon, where hs 
was hardiy dicted, and worſe thzeacned, 

Ila having him in her cuſtody, know that none elſe was pzibp 


te Conſtantinacs being there, cauled theſe-Tierſes to by . 
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in Letters of Gold, and did hang thenr over che en 
and by the ſame Conſtantiaes Picture, whereon he t <a 
Specht, th2t all that beheld it were in lobe with yer. Tyr Aer⸗ - 
ſes were theſe : - '

CHAP... X. 
How Palia ſeeking for food was devoured by a Lyon: and how the 
Infant was found by a Lady, who cherithed him, & afterwards 
named him AMontelion. | 


Et us now return to ſpeak ofPalia , e whit happened 
| co the Infant. After ſhe had travelled out of Arabia, ce⸗ 
folving faithfullp to do what ſhe dad undertaken, had 
attained to Aﬀyria,ſhe ſon underſtood the news of the 
Armenians Uicozy, wherebp (he was aCurcd it would be in 
bain to ſ&k-Perlicles there ; therefoze ſhe returned towards 
Perſia, intending to follow Conſtantiaes directions to find him: 
but being wearted with long travening, ſhe lat her ſelk down 
upon # Mountain, Kanding in a vaſt deſolate place, on the 
top whereof grew a tuft of Trees, that Gadowed her from the 
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"faſt aleep, and ſhe being very hungry, began to ſeek foz Fruit, 
.(veing no other food there to be had) leaving him upon þ moun- 
tain : But wandzing into a thicket, was by nisfo:tune Jevour- 
ed by a Lpon,and the pos: Infant left ready to be deſtroped, but 
the Deftinies that had alotted him to better koztune, chus pꝛe⸗ 
ler ded him. 

Not far off there dwelt an Ancient Knight, named Cothanes 
who with his Lady the ſame dap had been hunting , e now ſhe 
being wearpof the ſpozt, wich two ſervants in her company, 
hapned to alight at the verp place where the Babe lap, who by 
that time was awaked,and miſſing his Nurſe began co cry. 

The Ladp hearing the noiſe, ſearched among the Trees,and 
p;eſi ntly found the Chtly, which be cook in her arms,comman- 
ding one of her Serdants to take up a bundle of Cloaths that 
lap bp the ſame, and to wind his Hozn : that Cothanes hearing 
it might come unto them: who acco:ding ts her defire came, 
asking her what was the matter? Peu have, ſaid ſhe, all this 
day hunted after Wild beaſts,any loft pour (abour , but J bade 
found a rich pzize, pet by what mis-foztune left in this place, J 
know not, witch that they both viewed the Child, well noting 
his exceeding beauty and (weet countenance, with. great jop 
carrping it home, naming it Montelion, finding in the Fardal 
many rich Jewels, and a fair imbzeidered Scarf, whereby thep 
knew him to be of no mean birth, Educa ting him careſully,and . 
after he was come to knowledge, teaching him manpcommen-= 
dable and dertuous qualities: When he came to fourteen pears 
of age, Cothanes taught him how to ride, and manage a Hozle, 
often taking him fozth a hunting with him, delighting much in 
his foz wardneſs, wherein he was fo apt, that he could not offer 
to teach dim anp thing, dut he ſon grew to be as perfect as dim⸗ 
ſelf. Whom we will leave to be @ducated by Cothanes, and re- 


turn to ſpeak of ferlicles, aa what befel to him after che loſs af 
Conſtancia, | 
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CHAP. XI. 
How Piſer being recovered, perſwaded Perſicles to crave aid of 
che Emperor of Perſia againſt his enemies, and how he obtkin- 
ed the ſame,and carried a mighty Hoſt into Aﬀyria,which was 


there overthrown. . —_ 


Ben Perlicles had in his heavineſs and ſd2row wan⸗ 
dzed up and down theſe woods the ſpace ofthzee 
months, & Piſor again coming tohts remembzance 

upon a time they both met, Pifor ſaluting him with, 
great reverence. Perficles (ceing he was again come to his rizht 
ſenſes, asked him what became of Conſtantia? Mp Lozd, ſald he, 
J found her in the Shepherds houſc,and told her you would pꝛe⸗ 
ſently return; but when ſhe law pou ſtap lo long, unawares to. 
me, ſhe went out ofthe Cottage toſ&k pou, and J ſoon m{fſin 
her, thought to overtake her, and dircc her tothe place whire 
left pou , but by mis⸗ foztune tafted of that Ominous frült. 
Then ſaid he, he is aſuredly devoured by Wild Beaſts, and J 
ſhall never ſee her again, mp mis- fo:tunes exceed the bounds of 
common miſertes: would J bad ended my life when A was firft 
boꝛn, then would not both Aſſyria and Perſia have ſuch cauſe of 
diſcontent. - 

Dp Lo2d (quoth Pifor) J cannot be perſwaded that ſhe fs 
dead; but by ſome mis-fo:tune Wandzed out ofknowlevge, oz 
carried hente by ſome unerpected meins; therefoze A beſecch 
pou bear her lofs with patience,and in the end, J doubt not,but 
vou will hear of her ſafety. Thou giveſt me wo2ds full of com- 


kozt (ſaid ze) but thou haſt no ground fo: them, noz can J tell 


bow bp them to add anp hope to my w2eftleſs paſſions, fo? that 
che is leſt J am (ure, oz that J ſhall ever (& her again, J think 
it is impoſſible,being dziven to ſo hard an exigent ofextremity, 
that J neither know what to do,noz whoſe 1d to imploze; thou 
ſ&@ another hath chut me out of my Kingvom;, 4 in my abſence 
won mp ſubjects hearts from m:.The Emperoz of Perſia hear⸗ 
tung of þ wong J have done him, will be mp eaemy.x ther there 
is noplaceofrefuge left fo2 me, but in this place, beſtvefitting 
my miſerp. Pet mp Ted (quoth Piſor) if I may be (0 vold as - 
ceunie 
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counſel pou.lec us go to the Perſian Court, Jas J am, and pou 
in that diſguiſe , fez none but pour Difter being pzidp to pour 
eſcape with Conltantia,you may ſafely without fear go thither, 
both to confer with Picra, and to crave the Perſians aſſiRance,to 
£faviich pou in pour Kingdom. | 

Perſicles was unwilling to leade thoſe leds, where he was 
reſolved to dwell foz eber, but finding no hope therebp to reco- 
ver her, and alſo being perſwaded by piſor, he condeſcended to 
go with him. When they app2oached neer the Court, Piſor 
rode on befoze,and encring che ſame,he ſoon found Picra,deela- 
ring to der, the mis-foztunes that was fallen to Perlicles and 
Conſtantia, and that he was without the Court, ſtaping until he 
returned, to know whether with ſafety he might come to ſpeak 
withher oz no. Piera did then preſently ſend foz him by Piſor, 
who b:ought him into the Court, where de was welcomed bp 
her with great jep; wich whom he continued ſome times in pzt- 
bite canference : She counſcUed him co diſcover himſelf to the 
Empero; of Pectia and to crade his aid againſt the Armenians, 
who would readily ati them, whereof he cold dim, he needed 
not to daubt; foz oy he ＋ _ — dis — , — — 
not ot his eſcape with the Þ;ineels, none but her ſelf and 
Dela were pꝛivy to. py EY b, 272 

Wlhilft thep continued this conference , Deloratus came 
in, and ler ing one in ſuch habit with his Mute, did marvel who ic 
Would be; Picra eſpping dim, left her Biocher, and went to her 
usbend, telling dim who it was; wherewlith he ran to Per- 
licles, and embꝛaced him in his arms, now perfealp remembzing 
dim, altheugh grief had much altered him. After many ſpeeches 

&, Deloratus, he, and Picra went to the Emperaz of Perla, 


9 de knowing him , welcomes him with creeeding kinyneſs, 


perſicles then unfolded his mis fo:tunes,4 deſtred his aſſifance 
to revenge the wzongs the Armenians had tone bim, whereupon 
thc Emperaz gave zuthezity to Deloratus ro muſter up Douldt- 
ters, ind make pzoviſion fo: g (pedp March. 

This news was ſoon rumoured in the Court and many thou- 
ſand Bnights prepared to atd Periicles, whom they honoured foz 
dis dais: and courtefie, purpeſing to ſpend their lives in his de⸗ 
fcace, that of a {utden one part of the Country was up in Arms, 

and 
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and were conducted into Aſſyria by Deloratus, Perſicles, Oſimus, 
Piſor, and other Knights of great valour ; of whoſe Deeds in 
Chivalrp we will hereafter ſpeak. | 

Perlicles had ſuch ill ſucceſs , that after he had continued a 
long time in Aſſyria , pet he ſo little pzevailed , that he was 
compelled to fly back into Perſia to rene w his fo:crs. Theſe cruel 
Wars continued many pears, the King of Armenia defending 
himſelf, and keeping full poſſeſſion of his Crown, notwiths 
ſtanding the Perſian fozces. 

Deloratus perceiding that the long continuance oftheſe wars 
hay waſted agreat number of Souldiers, and fil the King was 
as far from peſſ:fNion of his right, as at the firſt beginning, des 
termined to give over, and theretoze aſſembled together the 
chiefeſt Rulers ofthe Hoft, to know their opinion, what further 
to reſolve on, who with a general conlcnt perſwaded him once 
again to renew his Fozces , anditchey did not pzevail, never 
moꝛe to give the Dnlet. 


AE CHAP XI 


How Perſicles Army was renewed, and how Montelion being de- 
nied by his ſuppoſed Father, ſtole to the Camp, where he pre- 
ſerved the _ life; and how Cothanes knew him, and diſco- 
vered his birth, and how he received Knight-hood at the 
Kings hand. 


himſelf wearied with that tedious War, went with full 

reſolution either to end his life, oz eder after to abandon | 
the companp of all men, and end his rays in (litarineſs, Delo- 
ratus therefoze ſent Mcfſengers into Perlia to muſter up new 
Fo:ccs, who tn ſhozt time returned anſwer,þ the Perſian Camp 
was full fourſco:e thouſand ſlreng: e mongſt the refr it koztuned 
Corhanes (being in his pouth a man ot grest Ualour , and 
now being grown in pears, and of cxceeving good expcricnce) 
determined not to give his mind to loath, being much grieveo 
to hear, what a number of his Countrey-men were daily 
gain; and therekoze told his 8 what he intended, wy > ww 


P Erſicles ſeeing Deloratus ready to ſhzink from him, being 
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with tears, and many entreaties diſwaded bim, but all could 
not pꝛi vail, his heart was ſo fully ſet thereon. 

Montelion now being grown to mans eftate, hearing thereof, 
intreated Cothanes (whom he eftemed to be his Father, and ſo 
talled him) thathe might go with him; but he would by no 
means conſent thereunto, the rather becauſe his Lady moſt 
carneſtip entreate> him,thatithe did go, not to leave her eom- 
fo:tleſs,by taking Montelion with dimz where faze all his entrea- 
ties pꝛevailed nothing, but ofneceMicp he was enfozced to ſtap. 

Cochanes being departed, Montelion continued ſome daps 
verp penfive, being lo much gricved in his thoughts to be left 
behind, that he refuſed his meatzend netwithſtanding the many 
\indnefles dis ſuxpoſed M+the. uſed to him, he thought all 
things troubleſome; which deflre ſo much p2rvailed with him, 
that furniſting himſeif with geod ſtoꝛe of ment p. one night con- 
veped dis bozſe fozth, and When all theught he had been in his 
Chamber, te was departed, 

By that time it was dsp, be app2oached near the Citp of Ho- 
locoſs, whftetn be taped ſome thꝛee daps,until be had furniſhed 
pimſelf with Armour, which he cauſed a wozkman to frame of 
cxteeding god Lydian Steel: His Armo? being interſet with 
the fozms ofdivers Tres, Beaſts,ofpureſt gold, in his Shield 
bearing this device; A naked man amonyſt a tuft of Trees: the 
which he caulcd to be made on purpoſe to be known, ditlerent 
ſrom the reſt. 

Having furniſhed himſelk in this ſozt, be left the City, and 
jcurnted towards the Perſian Camp in Aſſyria, where he was 
no ſvoncr came, but he beheld both the Battels joyned into a 
mo? terrible fight, andagreat number of Souldiers on both 
des lain,iving covered and beſmeared with blood , ſome with 
(heir (wo2ds graſped faft in their hands thꝛieatning, and others 
With a did tous noiſe bzesthing fozth their laſt gaſps ; and in the 
Camp he behcid ſeme flpirg, others purſuing; ſcme ſtanding 
ie incrue' conflict, others With fierce terre: lsping thoſe that 
were ner: them, ſome With hideous noiſe 8nimating their fel- 
0 Dculdiers, and others with fear crping , Retire, Retire, 
Eber he brheld both Perſians and Armenians intermirgled, 
Isch Qaughtering ether; Wherg with he ness a while ame3ed, 
having

having never bekeze beheld ſuch cruel confl'ts. At laſt he beheld 
a meft gallant man with his (wozd dzawn, all covered with 
bled, hurling np and vown amongff the Armenians, perfozming 
admirable deevs of Chivalry , till at laſt he was encompaſſed 
with ſucy a multitude of his enemies, that it was impoſſible fo; 
him to eſcape , which fight dirred up in Montelion ſuch ſparks 
of courage, and deffre to ſuccour bim, that his beart urging him 
to moze fozwardneſs then des Steed could perfozm, and pet his 
Steed with furious pace running as ſwift as might be, ruched 
in amongft the thickoſt of them. At firſt he picrced his Launcs 
though the bodies of two that were oppoſite befoze him, and 
dis hozſe with unſtaped courſe overthzew others,treading them 
under his feet, then dzawing his ſwozd, whoſe tight da3led the 
beholders, till he darkned the lame with their blood, deſtroping 
ſuch as withſtood his paſſage , till he appꝛosched the Perſian 
Knight, who without his appzoach had there ended his life;but 
finding himſelfmoze at liberty by the aſſiſtance of this new⸗ 
come Gallant, again revoubled his abatcd courage and joyning 
themſeldes both together, they perfozmed ſuch deeds of Chi- 
valrp, as by their afiftance, the thꝛonged multitude of the Arg 
menians was diſpierſed,everp one haſting to get from them. 
This Knight which Montel ion had reſcued, was Perlicles, who 
ſeing how valliantly this new-come Gallant had pzeſerved his 
life, ſaid; Noble Knight, thy Ualour hath p2eſerved me, foz 
which J will not be ungrateful ; and if thou art a fricnd to me, 
as thou haft alreadp ſhown , ſecond me, and J will once again 
try mp koztune; with that Montelion held up his hand, to ſhe w 
be gave conſent. Perſicles with all ſpeed hafled inte the fozemoſt 
of the Batte!; and Montelion followed after, making ſuch wap, 
that thoſe that ſtood to reſiſt him dyed; where being come, thep 
found Deloratus, Olimus, Piſor, Cothanes, and many gallent 
Knights, in Combat , beſet with odds ; but that diſadbantage 
was leon turned to advantage, bp their appzoach, foz there did 
Montelion perfozm ſuch mighty deeds of Arms, as made both 
the Perfian and Armenian Hoſts admire who he was, and from 
whence he came. | 
Now the Perſians began to gather new courage, #nd aſlaulc 
their enemies moze fiercely than they had done fince they 
d I 2 began. 
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began. Palian the ulurper of the Crown, ſeeing that; thinking to 
pꝛe dall as in times paſt de had dene, called the chiefeſt Rulers 
to him, cxhozting them to take courage to reſiſt the Enemtes; 
upon which, with undaunted Sptrits. they followed the battel 
with great eagerneſs, that the Peritan Commanders were fozecd 
to flye to their Regiments to encourage them to fight. Tk this 
time Montelion and Pericles kept together, making thouſands 
of the Armcnians to pap their lives fo: tribute into their con» 
querirg \ſwozds. Uhilft thep continued the flight in the foze- 
front of the dattel, thep (ſuddenly beaida cry cn the out- ſive, 
which when Montel:on heard(not 1 egerding ts be counſrilery be 
ſet ſpurs to his hoſe ard rode thither,wycie be kau eloratus 
among a great thzong of Armenians rnhezſed , and Ughting on 
foot being griebouſip wounded, end againſt (ich cdds , that he 
was ready to faint, amongſt whom he ruſhed with ſuch * 
be hozſed him again, and ſent a guard with dim ta his Tent; 
then turning agan towards Perſicles, he eſpped Cothanes un⸗ 
hozſcd, whom dt knew by his Azmoz, end ne wilp by fozce taken. 
P3iſoner, but befeze they could convep him from thence he be- 
gan ſo cruel a fight, that with the loſs of many of their lives, de 
ſet bim atlibcrty. 

The Armenians ſeting their fellows thus flaughtered, and 
the Enemp purſue them (* cloſely, begantoretire, and Palian 
well perceiving that he (ould loſc thac dap; therefote caRing tg 
um two Enigbts, one named Altheſus, and the other Petron, 
whs wcre the ſteuteſt men in all his Army, he ſatd unte them: 
Jopn with me, and let us once 8gaifi expel theſe faint-hearted. 
Cewards; With tet, thep thace with a multitude of their 
edit feſt Douldiers kept a great head together ant Fronted that 
Battel where the King himſclf fought. Pallan knowing tim. 
witda Lawvnceieady couched ran at him, whichlightsd upon 
bis Shir d, and (ſo burſt in picces , not once b2uifing the well 
tempered ſteel: Then Altheſus and the reft afſailed him all ac 
ontc, whom he reftied with ſich exceeding dalour, continuing 
a ſharp combac with thema long time; but at length the odds 
p2@Vir gte grest, he was driven only to driend (heir (wife 
blows, that they made at dim, ond then he began te wich fo2 the 
frange Knight that had befoze ſuccoured him; prpecing no- 
ching but death, Or 
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By this time Monte lion had reſcued Cothanes,and again got 
bim Hozle and Arms, which done heleft dim, and even at the 
very time the Bing wiſhed koz bim, de tame; and eſpying thzee 
Knights aſſ-uicing himato ce, he aimed his S wo2ds point at 
Pecron's bzcaſt who was next him, and running'at him with all 
the fozce his ho2'c could peſlibip make, thzuſt him quits thzough 
his bodp, and pꝛeſentlp after aiming the ſame at Palian, he ran 
it at him, and had he not avoided his enceunter , he had either 
flain o2 weunded him, but miſſinghim , he made at him with 
bis Swozd wich fuch puifſant fo:ce, that in ſhozt ſpace he gave 
him manp wounds. 

King Perlicles having none but Altheſus to refit, vid combat 
With him braverp, who with the like valour refiſted him:but in 
theend, the uſurping King finding bimſelf ſo odermatched, 
would have often eſcaped, which Montelion perceiving-, gave 
dim no veſpite to five. 

Now the fight was moſt terrible to behold, the Perſians 
com ſozted by the only valour of Montelion, running upon their 
en2mics wit - nnrefftable furp. 

The Armenians ſeting one of their chiefeſt Thamptons flain; 
and their General retire,were amazed, and rather ready to flpe 
than to ſtand, which animated their fues with courage to purſue 


them as long as the dap laſted, Montelion ſtill purſued Palian, 


in whoſe reſcue many of his Knights interfer themſelves, and 
dped bp his Sword; and notwithſtanding,though he withdzew 
bimſelf ,.pet Montelion followed him fo ner, that he often put 
him in dinger ofhis life, until he was (o far paſt in amongik 
their Troops, that he was compelled with yis (wozd to make 
bis wap out, in whoſe retire many dped. 

The night dzawing nigh, whilſt the Armenians founded'a re» 
treat, Moneelion had time to conflder what was beft fo2 him to 
do; and whether it were convenient to diſcover himſelf o2 no: 
at laſt detormining to depart in ſecret, he eſpped the King hard 
by him, who of purpoſe had watched him, doubting char which 
he int.nved, who came unto him, and {aid : 

Sir Knight,the kindneſs J have foundin pou,\mbe!vneth me 
to deſtre pour company,and entreat pou to accept ofniy Tent ta 
repoſe pour (elf in ; foz that A ſuppoſe you ors a franger, — — 
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were inconvenient foz pou to journey after ſo great a labour, 
having this dap defended me, that J count mp ſelf pours, and 
my life pzeſerved by pour valour , therefoze deny me not, but 
let me requite pour kindne(s. 

Montelion having heard Cothanes oftentimes commend the 
King fo2 valor and courteſte, and knowing bow to behave him- 
ſelf as well tothe meaneft as to the greateſt (being bp Cotha- 
nes novip educated, and of his own inclination moze apt to con? 
ce\ve,than they were to inſtrun) knowing him to be the King, 
ſaid : Poſt honoured Ring., J am unfic to receive the Honour 
peu p:offer me, and mp deſerts not wozthy the commendations - 
pou give them, therefoze J beſcech pou nat to attribute to me 
moze then is befitting mp mean cſtate, but rather Licence me 
to attend on pou with all humble duty, my life Call mp endea- 
vours being vowed to be ſpent in peur ſerdice. and my ſelf ready 
at pour diſpoſition. This ſaid, they went together to the Camp, 
where thep were welcomed with ſbouts and rejoycings of all 
the Perſian Bouldiers. | 

Deloratus hearing the applaud, came fo:th of his Tent to ſæ 
What was the cauſe thereof, and eſpping the King and the 
firange Knight togetber, came unto them, and thep both altght- 
£d to ſalute him, but Deloratus would by no means ſuffer them 
to depart, but entreated them to lodge in his Tent that night, 
Which thep did not denp: Then taking Montelion in kind ſoꝛzt 
between them, entred the Tent, where he unarmed himſelf. 

When thep beheld his pouth, they wondzed greatly thereat, 
to be accompanied with ſuch valour, both Delorarus Perſi- 
cles, ufing him with great kindneſs: Pzeſently after the pzin⸗ 
cipal Commanders of the Camp aC:mbled them(\clves together 
to their Generals Tent, torceeive ©2ders; amengſft the reſt 
was Cothanes, who at the firſt entrance into the Tent eſpper 
dis Son Monnelion (his head being onlp unarmed ) and by bis 
Armour knew it was he that had lo honourablp p2eſerved dis 
life, he could net refrain from rt jorcing: Likewiſe Montelion 
(#ing dim, upon dis kne entrcated him to pardan his boldneſs, 
fo2 coming to the Camp without his conſent. Cothanes tuk him 
up. and imbꝛated im, which the Ring ſ@ing,fatd unto Corhanes, 
Dp Friend, is this thy Sen? My Lozv(ſaid he) he is m * 
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and he caKeth me Father, and pet Jam unwozthy to be Father 
of ſuch a Son, who hath rather ſhe wed himſelf the Son of ſome 
Heroick King, and becauſe his wo:thineſs hall not be darkned 
with the ignoble Title of my Son, J will declare to pou af that 
I know of bim: Indeed de is not mp Son; but mp Lady and A 
being ene dap a hunting, found him upon the top of a Mount in 
S wadling-c:oaths, which was ſuch as hewed he was not of 
mean Parentage. but of Honourable Race, bis Nurſe, as Y 
ſuppoſe , being d.\t:cſed foz want of food, was wandzed from 
dim, whole Cartals and cloaths we found not far c deftroped 
by a Lyon. ffnce which time we have with carefulneſs bzought 
him up, eſlceming him as mp own Don, this my Lozd is the 
whole (ſum of what J know of him. | 

Thep all marvellcd at his words, eſpeciellp Montelion, who 
was ftruck into ſuch a dep meditation, that foz a time he ſtood 
like one metamozphoſed. The Bing then taking him by the 
hand, ſaid: Although J know not what Title to give pou, pes 
bo:n pou cannot be of leſs then Noble Blood, as doth appear by 
the manitcft tokens of pour heroick dilpoſition,therefoze remit 
the care of that till hereafter,any ſay with us, u ho are comfoz- 
ted with your pꝛeſence: Mp Lozd,/aid he, were mp defire moze 
great than it is, vet the deſire have to do peu (ſervice would 
ſurmount the ſame, being entirely devoted to pour wo2thineſs, 
which no dere of reward, hope of pꝛalſe, o: wozldly reſpec hath 
bzedin me, but only the inftir of Natrre,that hath effcgually 
engrafted the ſame into my heart ; therefoze J humbly de fire 
pou to beſtow on me the honour of inighthod , where with ik A 
be dignified by pcur bertuous tants , I ſhall remam1 both with 
pou, and erdtavour to deſerte the ſame. Perlicles highly eſt@e= 
ming him, and kindly embzacinng bim, told him be (Monld that 
night be b's Bed⸗ fellow, and the net dap have his deftre. Uith 
many other ſpeeches they ended the night,cvery Ruler departs 
ing With car efulneſs to {et the Matches.

CH AP. XIII. 


How the Armeniaus Army with exceeding loſs was diſcomfi- 
ted. 


Arly the-next mo:ning Deloratus, Perſicles, Cothanes, and 
* the reſt of the chief Tommanders of the Perlian Armp 

were aſſembled, who gave o2der that every battel ſhould 
be placed in ſuch ſoꝛt, as if they expected a pꝛeſent afſzulc, which 
being perfozmed, Montelion was with great triumph bzought 
into the field, and by the King was inveſted with the honour of 
Knighthood, which when he received, the Bouldiers gave an 
creeding great ſhout. 

The Armenians hearing ſo great a noiſe,could not judge what 
might be the cauſe thereof, ſome cenluring one thing, and ſome 
another. Palian fretting exceediigly at his laſt daps diſcomfl⸗ 
ture, which went near his heart, foz that in all the time of the 
lar be had not endured the like, and calling to him the chiefeſt 
K nights in his Camp, which were Altheſus, Golgorn, Muta- 
las, Lamdelion, K nights of honourable birth,great wiſdom, am 
appꝛoved balourguttering unto them his earneſt delle of re- 
denge, deftring them with all ſpeed to counſel him, which wap 
to ſuppꝛeſs the enemies courage, only revived with the ftrange 
Knights aid; amongſt whom it was ageed to ſur pꝛize them un⸗ 
awarcs in the mirſt of their jop, that with all ſpeed thep arri⸗ 
ved their fozces, and without the ſound efeither Dzum oz Fife, 
Hue d the City Gates 

Certain Perſian Spies percciving their intent poſted to the 
Camp, and certified che Ecnera! thereof, who gave command 
thac without making anp kind of ſuſpitton, hep (ould continue 
in their mirth , ſo that thersby their focs would be heartned to 
their own deſtruglen. Montelion with s party of Boxemen de⸗ 
par*£d out ofthe Camp a contrary wiy to thac the Armenians 
came, with an intent to get between themand the Citp,which 
afrerwarts came to gos effect, 

The Armenians thinking to make a ſudden flarghter of them, 
and not at all ſuſpreting their readinels toreceive them , With 

careleſs 
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Yareleſs haft app2oached the Camp, running upon their Ene⸗ 
mies whom thep found in (uth ozderly ſozt readp ts receive 
them, that in ſhozt time they wiſhed themſelves again within 
the Cijtyp.To recite every particular of their conflia, with what 
terroz the battel continued, would dul mp wits with confuften, 
therefoze mp pen ſhall barelp recite the admirable dæds of the 
moſt ſtouteſt of both Armies. 

Perlicles confidering what fuſt cauſe he had, and with what 
equity he might challenge his right,w2zongfullp detained by his 
Uſurping Foe, bent his \wozd point with unrelenting furp to 
the deſtruction of his enemies, pittping their deaths that Hed tp 
his ſweꝛzd, aiming the ſame rather at Palians heart, chen againſt 
them that were bp fozce conſtrained to hazard their dear lives, 
Which when he had dped in goze-blood, he met with Palian, and 
at the firſt.cncounter had furelp bereft him of life , had not his 
hozſe by great misfo:tune ſtumbled at a dead bedp, that lap in 
the wap, but pet his (wozd by that miſchance mifſing his right 
aim, ran it quite thaough his Steeds neck, and both fell, lying 
grovelling on the ground, readp to be trodden to death. A vali⸗ 
ant Knight that was next at hand,reſeucd Palian,and mounted 
him en his own hozſe , whereby he loft his own lite; foz Perli- 
cles ſtruck him (uch a blow on the head, that with the fozce 
thereof, his Armour pielding , ſome ſcales pierced his bzains, 
that he dyed. The two Bings foz a while continued fight toge⸗ 
ther, Palian with everp blow receiving a deep wound, inſomuch 
tbat he knew he either retire, pleld, oz dpe; but then cams 
Gulgron to his aid , who with him maintained fight againft 
Periicles, who notwithſtanding that odds, dad near hand bzought 
them both to deftrucion, dad not he eſpyed Deloratus and Co- 
thanes in diftreſs, who were aCaulted by fix valiant Knights, 
two of them being Altheſus and Lamdelion, unto whom he haſt= 
ed, giving them ſuccour by the death of the firſt he met. 

Whilft the Battel was maintained in the Front by the thief 

Commanders of both the Armies, Montelion with his reſolute 
followers, whoſe hearts welt inſpired with ſuch courage , to bg 
guarded bp ſo valiant a Guide, was getten behind them , and 

began ſuch a Maſſacre, that multitudes on a ſudden was de⸗ 

ſtroped by his rade, deeds of daloz amazed their ſen⸗ 
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ſcs with ſuch fear, and abated their courage With ſuch terro2, 
that like a flock of fearful ſheep , eſpping the appzoach of a de⸗ 
touring Lyon, run with mas ed fear from his paws, even ſo the 
Armenians fled from the diflroping band of Montelion,filling the 
Air with ſuch diſmal cries that the. noiſe thereof daunted ths 
bearts ofthe Noutefſt Armenians; Palion and Golgron then turn» 
£d their backs, making thitherward to know the cauſe, Althe. 
ſus and Lemdelion did the like ; whilſt Peloratus, Perlicles, and 
the ret, made ſuch havock amongſt the Common ſouldiers,thac 
had the fight continued long, all cheir enemies had bern deltrop- 
Sd Ge: £2 C22C2 £2 £2 
Palian and Altheſus met Montelion , not knowing him , but 
ſuppoſing that it was he that had made ſuch laughter amongſt 
them the laſt dap, both aſſailed him, who in his heart reſepted, 
that he had met with two ſuch Champions to make tryal of his 
balour, continuing lo bꝛade a Combat between them both, as is 
not to be deſeribed.—— ——- —4ů4Lenn n — 
By this time the cry began on the other fide, with ſuch a hides 
dus noiſe,that Palian's heart was *ffcighted therewich,and de⸗ 
fended himſelf, as if a lender Pouth had encountred with a 
great Gpant, and began to ſound a retreat, haſting to the City 
with all ſpeed; which could not be accounted a retire, but 
rather an abſolute flight, foz it was done with ſuch haſt, as if 
thep had ben all amazed. > > c> >»

The day being thus ended, (to the terggz of ene, and comfozt 
of the ether) the Perſians retired a and the Armeni- 
ans half mad with grief and def | their Malls, not 


minding ſuddenly to tut out again. Perſſeles and Deloratus 
honouring Montelion with their kind embzacirgs, and the 
Souldlers applauded their valeur with greac rc jopeings, and e⸗ 
dery one(accozding to their pzeſent occafion)betook themſeldes 
to their charges,ſpending the day in mei Joy and ſecurity than 
ever they had done. /p2< .

How the Armenians ſent to two Kings for more aid into Armenia, 
who were met, and one - cen Pri 


accidents that befel. 


O:ning being come, Palian aCembled his counſel to⸗ 
gether,todetermine what Ozder to take foz his ſecu⸗ 
ritp, which it bchoved him to do; foz that all their 
Fo:ces were utterly diſcouraged, and the Anhabitants ſeeing 
their lawful King'living, began to revolt, and denied toaid him 
either with Men oz Monep, that he was conſtrained to kep 
bimſclf-within the City walls, not ſuffcring any to iſſue out, . oz 
daring inderd to do it, they were ſo ſtrictly beſteged bp their Ene⸗ 
my. UWhen they had well conſidered their eſtates, and the mile⸗ 
ry thep were likely to fall into, concluded to ſend into Armenia 
to tell the King, which Altheſus and one Mutellus, two Knights 
of great valoz, undertook the next night to perfozm. 

Montelion being at his Tent intending to repoſe himſelf, pet 
feeling no deftre to ſleep, called foz The Chronicles of the Wars 
of Antiochus King of Syria, and ſpending ſome hours in reading 
that Hiſtozp , his Eſquire being gone to bed, about the dead 
time of the night, he heard the neighing of a Hozſe as it ſ&=- 
med to him without the City, then reading, and again taping - 
to liſten, his mind being ſomewhat troubled, (being till in his 
Armso2) he git wo to his fide, determining himſelf to 
walk the rounds, s lee hw ditigent the Match was kept; 
whom he found fleeping as (ſoundly; as if thep had been in their 
beds, mardelling much It their dzowſtneſs , but much mozs at 
their careleſſneſs:he went from place to place, not minding that 
night to ip but to watch foz them all. He had not long ſtayed, 
but he eſpyep two in Armoz, with haſty ſteps palling th2zough 
the Camp en foot, whom de little ſulpt ed to be other than of 
his own company,thinking them to be ſome ſtraglers, that ſ#ing 
their fellows alp, went to rob; following as cloſely as he could 
he perceiving them to depart the Camp, marvenling thereat,and 
ſo dzewyigh to them, intenping to know what n 
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be departed. They percelving one to follow them, and hading 
gotten without the Camp, purpoſed to lap hold en him; and 
koꝛee him to declare what the Perſians intended; ſo turning back 
to him, Altheſus offered to lap hands on dim, {Soft quoth Mon- 
relion) let me firſt know what you are? We are enemies to thee, 
(ſatd Altheſus) and therefor yield. Teil me (queth he ) your 
rames? Aitheſus knowing bimſelf to be of great b-lour, and 
little thinking be would have :efttTed them, told him his name 
wis Altheſus. Then I'dehe thee (fatd Montelion) for } am thy 
Enemy, and will rather dye then yield to thee: Then Althe- 
ſus diew fezth his ſwoꝛd and ſtruck at dim, and Montelion did 
the like ta defend himſelf, and afterwards he ( ffended them fo 
— , that both of them found much ato to ſave their oben 
bes. 

Altheſus ſeeing his daldur, defired to know his name, which 
he told him; which when de heard, and (ſeeing Mucellus fallen, 
and ta int with iffuften of blood, he thus ſaid : 

Sir Knight, at this time I cannot ſtay to end the Combat, for 
by kazarding my life, I ſhall endanger the lives of many; there- 
fore adieu till more convenient time to meet again: with that he 
turned his beck, and Mon telion ſteopt to give bis adverſary 
bzeath, which revived Mutellus, but ſeeing Altheſus gene, bis 
heart was readp to dye with grief: He bid dim be of good com? 
fa2t, fo2 his intent was to uſe him honourablyp, end helping him 
up led him to his Tent, and called up his own E quiet to attend 
upon him, and viſarming him, he went pic ſentip to the Nebie 
Sing Perlicles. W 

The next dap Montelion cauſed Matellus td be carried be feze 
the General , where be declared the csuſe of their departure, 
Which the King was glad to hear, that by his foze- knowledge he 
might p:event the intention of his enemtcs , but meſt of all he 
bighly commended Montelion foz this noble Act; which had not 
they been diſcovered, it might have bzought the whole Camp 
into great diftre(ſs; by this means everp one growing into ſuch. 
admiration of his valeur, that they eſf@med him their enly de⸗ 
fence and lafety,infomuch that whereſvever he went, the epes of 
multitudes followed him, being much delighted to behold him. 


The Pziloner vefired tho King (9 appoint his range * — 
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tommitted that to Montelion, who after he had honoutablp feaft- 
td him, ſent him ranſomleſs to the Cicy,wbere he foon got en- 
trance, and declared the mistoztune had befallen him and Al- 
theſus, which turned their conceived hope of comfozt into de⸗ 
ſpatr, and had oberceme them with fear, had not ſome hopes of 
bis eſcape revived them. . 

Manp days they remained thus within the Citp, being ſo 
tardly beſteged, that chep were cut cf ail hopes cf getting any 
bictvals,but were dziven to content themſelves with ſpare diet, 
ſcanting eut every Sculdicr and Inbabitant tbeir allowance, 
which thep continued lo leng (expecting to hear from Armenia) 
but being fruſkrated expected nothing but miſerable famine,thac 
cauſed them late in the night toaemble their old, wesk, and 
impotent men, unable te fight, and all women and childzen exs 
cept ſome ot great acceunt, and turned them out of the City, to 
the number okürteen thouſand, whoſe diftrefed eſtate the king 
p'ttied,caufing them tohave ſufficient for, themſelves bulldir g 
Cabbins to defend them from the weather. 

Perlicles ing the miſcrable cNote his own Ceuntry was in, 
and to what ercremity the perple were brought, and knowing 
that his Uſurpcr was not able toendure , but that he, and an 
th-{c within the Cicy were readp to be ſtarved ; bp the advice 
and c unſel of thoſe that he mot cſtemed, he ſent a Berald unto 
Palian *%tith this meſlage: 

That although he had unjuſtly uſurped his Crown, and many 
other ways done him great injuries, yet pittying the miſerable 
eſtate he was like to bring the Citizens into by his cruelty , he 
made him this proffer : That although he might work revenge 
by his deach(whoſe life was now at his mercy) he ſhould without 
intecruption with all his Souldiers, have free liberty to depart 
aut of AHris. 

The Qcrald with this Welfage went to the City, dtelaring 
the cauſe ot his coming. 

Palian hearing this Meſſage, was puffed up With luch chol⸗ 
ler, that he returned this anſwer, | 

That what ve held was his right by conqueſt,+ that he weuld 
bold, ſcozning he thou!d (end arp p2effer to him that was wen 
able to defend yim{elf , as little regarding bis courteous now 
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der as his malice, wiſhing bim nat to tap long, left his Fathers 
coming infl ted a greater puniſhment upon bim, chan he could 
eſchew. Perlticles was much enrager with his diſdainful reply, 
fearing indeed that if the Kings fozces were once come, it would 
be a great cauſe tolengthen out the Wars, which he earneftip 
deſired might have an end , that he might travel in ſearch of 
Conſtantia, foz whom dts heart endured much lezrow. Being 
thus difquietcd in his thoughts, and tefirous ofcale to his reſt⸗ 
leſs paſſions, ont dev amongſt many that be paſſed over with 
penſtvencſs, he get bim to a ſolttarp place, and there ina lad 
flence medicated upon his mis{oztune. 

Monrtelion being troubled with rememb2ance of his unknown 
eftate, choſc the ſame piace toutter his p:ivate griefs, wherein 
the Ring was already (20wded, and ſuddenly eſpping him, be- 
gan to withdzaw bimſclf, but the King deſtring him to ſtap, 
ſaid : Worthy Knight, I perceive ſome inward care hath made 
you withdraw your ſelf from me; but impart your diſcontent to 
mez if not, here mine, for I have deſired to declare mine to one on 
whole fidelity I might repoſe my ſelf; and you are the man ! 
have elected, having had ſufficient tryah of your courteſie and 
friendihip,that without doubtins, I dare commit my ſelf to your 
ſecrelie, for your aid may (as heretofore it hath ) preſerve me. 
My Lord(quoth be) I count my ſelf only fortunate in your love, 
and my heart acknowledgeth everlaſting duty tv your Majeſty, 
which bindeth me in all reverence to become your Vaſſal, being 
more ready to venture my lite in your ſervice than you can 
imagine; therefore, good my Lord, fear not to impoſe any task 
upon me, for in your imploy ing me, I ſhall account my ſelf bleſſed 
and happy. 

I thank thee good Friend (ſaid the King) and ifever Fortune 
fivour me again, I will require chis kindneſs, though now I ara 
plunged inthe depth of ill luck, being. as you ſee, deprived of my 
Ringdom, by the rębellion of mine own Subjects, and the Tyranny 
of the King of Meni: The brief diſcourte whereof is this: My 
Father when he lived, matched my Site: Pera in Marriage to 
this wortky Knight Deloratus; ſending me into Perſia with 
him, who before my returadyed : whilſt I was there I chanced 
to hx my eye 01-the beauty of Cent asti.:, Daughter to the 
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Emperor of Pera, which by reaſon of my ſudden &parture I 
could not give her notice of, having no other comfort but my 
Siſter Piera, to whom I told the ſecrets of my heart, departing 
with her promiſe of afliſtance, Whilſt 1 went into Avia to 
eſtablilli my Kingdom, Prince Helien of Arabia obtained the Em- 
perors conſent to marry her, which news my Sitter ſent me. 1 
being much troubled therewith, after I had repulſed my old eftie- 
my the King of Armenia in a battel, Ileft the Government of my 
Kingdom to two of my Nobles, and departed in habit of a Pal- 
mer into Per//a, where within thort ſpace I uſed ſuch means by 
my Siſters friendſhip, that I was in that habit without ſuſpirion 
in her Chamber, and thereby had conference with Conſtantia, and 
attained her conſent, nothing remaining but only means to 
eſcape, which afterwards we effected, and trarellins together 
till we came to a Shepherds houſe , where we were kindly wel- 
come, contracting a ſolemn Marriage between our ſelves, becauſe 
we durſt not be known to the contrary, where we lived ſome days 
in quiet, in the mean time her father cauſed diligent ſearch to 
be made, and it was Piſors chance to find us, who kept our coun- 
ſel, and was by me ſent into MHria te fetch ſome of my own 
Knights to attend me home, where he found my Subjects at ſtrife, 
and the King of Armenia taking that opportunity, with a mighty 
band of Souldiers , flew moſt ef my Guard, they joyning wit 
him till he had ſeized my Crown. Piſor with this heavy news re- 
turned to me, being unw:lling to give me knowledpe thereof, 
which overcame my heart with ſuch grief, that ſecking out a 
ſolitary place, I wandred ſo far that I could not return to the 
Shepherds houſe that night; ſtie miſſing me, alſo came forth the 
Cottage to ſeek me, but directing her ſteps a contrary way, or 
meeting with ſome misfortune, I never heard of her ſince. Piſdr 
be likewiſe went forth to (: ek us, and ignorantly taſted of an un- 
happy fruit that irfuſed a (ſeepineſs upon him for the ſpare of 
four and twenty hours, but yet in his and mꝝ moſt earneſt ſearch 


we could never find her, ard I fear never ſhall, but if I could re- 


cover this evil done by my iocs, I would then ſpend the reſt of my 
Iif: in her ſearch. Having ended theſe ſpecches, his heart was 
ſa yh overceme with grief , that he had much ads to withold 
$46 5x66 from tears. 


Montelion,.. 
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Montelion was oppꝛiſt With no leis grief then he, whoſe heart 
felt mieze inward diſquiet then a ſtrangers could have dene, in 
Ment ſavneſs ſeming to partake of his ſozrows , but not able 
to counſel him which way to recrute them, that at laſt bp reaſon 
the neceſſity of time affazded little reſpite , they were con- 
trained to depart, 


CHAP. XV. 


How Montelion by 2 ſtrange and dangerous accident won the 
City, and took Palian priſoner. 


Oatelion that night olctted out of his own followers 
M twenty Knights,ſuch as he eſttemed moft valiant,tel- 
| ling them he had a matter of great danger and ſe crelle 
to templot, which might bea means to eſtabliſh the King in 
his Kingdom , if they would faichfufly jopn with bim, which 
thep all vowed to accompliſh, and follow bim, though it were to 
their deaths. Arm you then (ſaid he) in Armenian Zrmour , of 
which pou have choice, and come to me at midnight. 
The knights being all come accozding to the appointed time, 
the departed with them through the Camp to the City Gate, 
and there he knocked , but ſcarce ſo loud that the Poꝛter could 
hear dim, who coming to the Battlements, demanded who ft 
was? Jam (quoth he) Altheſus and other Armenians, as thou 
maptſt know by our Armour, and bzing good news, therefaze 
open the Gates, leſt by delay we are betrayed, foz we are pur⸗ 
ſned. The Pozter being haſty to ſuceour them, p2cſently un⸗ 
bolted the Gates. Montelion was no ſooner centred, but he lem 
the Poꝛter, entring the Lorge, and fel vpen the Watch that lap 
Keping, killing miſt of chem beioze they awaked. One of them 
ſubmitt A himſelf, ſaid thus: Iam an Aan, ſpare my life, 
and if you be friends of Perſicies, ] will direct you how to ſur» 
priſe the City, and take the Uſurper. | | 
In lo doing (quethhe) thou ſhalt be honoured of the King am 
Purchile thy own liberty. After de had put the reft tothe lwozd, 
the Aſſyrian directed them to the Palace, and by ſoſecret a way

Mon- 
telion Knocking at the deo?, ene of the Euatd opencd the ſame, 
end p2clently h\ ruſhed in with his Sword dzawn , killing che 
firſt, and all thzt cime within bis compalsg. The Guarvizns 
were ſo amazed thereivith , that thep were contounded in the x 
ſenſes; their courages foz want of time to confocr avaticd, ang 
their hands with fear and trembling net abie to d2aw their 
\wo:ds,and when thep bad dzawn them, kackw not who t refit, 
foꝛ Montelion and his Knights were i like them in armor and 
ſo intermingled amongſt them, that thep knew them not from 
their own fell*ws, by which means Montelions K rights (wha 
by a pztivate mark knew one-another) made ſuch a flingytcr a= 
mongſt them that all the Flooz did (wim with blood : Some 
made means te dp out at the back doo2, but as thep ſtepped ent 
they met dea:., he that followed not knowing he that went be⸗ 
foze to be lain, and had thep all come that wap thep w2uld one 
bp one have been deſtroyed, p in the end by Moncelion's Uatsz, 
there was not one left alive. 

This Plot was perfozmed With ſuch expedition in the night 
time, that the rumoz thereofcame not to the hearing cfanp, ſo 
that within ſhoꝛt ſpace and little laboz, Moarelion fury: (3cd Pa- 
lian in his Bod, who leeing one in Armoz beſmeared wit b blood, 
and his Swo2d dza wn, ſtarting up, asked what he was * Jam 
thy Enemy (quoth Montelion) and Friend to perſicles: Thou 
art a Villain and a Traitor (faid Palian) and then he called to 
bis Guard, crying out Treaſon, Treaſon, I am bete aid, Help, 
Help. 

Thou cryeſt in bain (fefd Montelion) fo2 there is none near 
to hear thce, foz by this hand thy Guard are iin: And theu 
- ſhalt fellow the ſame unte death , unleſs thou dor ſt 85k mercy, 
foz mp hands can hardly gbftatn from wozzing revenge za thy 
- Traitozs head, thou haſt de lerved to be puniſhed with nepr cr 
ble cozments. Montel ion had ſcarce made an end of his ſpeches 
but he heard the ecc hd of a $0504 outs cry ſolicite his cars, the 
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peeaſton w's this: After Montelion was departed bis Tent;his 
E quire following him , and (ing him enter the City With ſo 
few in his company, ran beck with all ſpecd, and told the King 
what he had (een, who feacing that raſh sttempt might endin- 
ger dis life, and bearing that he dad gotten entrance into the 
City: Armed himſelf, calling up D2locatus, Oumus, Piſor, Co- 
thanes, and all the reſt of his chief Commanders of his Armp, 
with the ehicfe(t of tteir bands, to the number of twenty thouz 
ſand, and marchedtcothe Citp Sites, which they found wide 
open, and being entred, end by {: vera! companies dilp:: ft into 
tverp co:ner of che Ursets, pꝛeſentlpontveepſtde, they gave an 
Allsrum, which ſounded ſo terribie in the cars of ali the Arme- 
81an5S,that like men bereft af their lenſes,thepran up 5nd down 
to their own Deſtrugion. There did Deloratus fill his hands 
with laughter, and piſor with cruelty revenge his with=-haiden 
Ubertp; there did Cothanes and Onmus with many theulands, 
to dur pale Death wity red, and there did the King Triumph 
ever his Foes, his conque:ing \wozd wozking thitr deaths, that 
the Cit» Channels ran with goꝛe blood, an? (hetr haſty ſteps 
intercepted by heaps of men that lap dead on the ground; then 
began ſuch an out- c pas Would have frighted the ſenſes of the 
moſt valiant; Old men biding their heads in their houſes, the 
Wiomen with their Child:en, crying, wzinging their hands, 
maning great lamentation ; the Douldicrs ready to kill one a- 
nother, net knowing whom to offend, being ignozante: the be⸗ 
ginntng cf this Tragedp. 

The Counſello:s, end ſuch as ſat in Deat of Juſtice, with 
all hat went to the Caſtle, wherein Palian was, where at their 
fir entrance thep found what fad ſpeczcles of hozro2 and dread 
had alreadp entred there , laping open paſtige to death. Monte - 
lion's Knights (though but few) ſgon laid bands on them,flap- 
ing tholr that reſiſted ; and enc!osKng them that yielded within 
a Frong Tower, 

By this time Montelion had haled Palian fo;th his Cham⸗ 
ber , and bound him Hand and Fot, enclofing him in a ſtrong 
_ Jop!; where many Male fagozs were imp: iſoned, himſcif being 
bis Japld?, and having intelligence that the King was entred 
the Cue, de bent his Reps to find him ent, by che wap killing 
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the Armenians, who teck him to be one of theic own Otficers 
by his Arms). 

At leſt he came to the Abbep, where the giertct part e cke 
Cncmy lap, ina large feld, escampaſſed willen the Wall, 
whcreinto the King with thiee thouſand Soni5iors wert before 
entred making ſuch a laughter as would have gricued þ Lear? 
of «ny bcholdcr. 

Montelion being alone, thought row c2 nc{ver to — trpa! 
pf his valez, though being on foot, pet ruſhing smongſt the 
ticket vfhis Enemtes, who (eing bim in that A M122, theught 
te hb been rather one of their Chief Tommaaders titan a Foe, 
who frantich with the f: ight , fi*ughtercd them , becauſe thep 
were low to kill their Enemies, which When be perceived.he 
erpid un Othem, Uillatns, Traito:s, Cowards, why do pou 
hun miez am pour Enemp, a Perſian, and come to deſtrop peu; 
not with ũanding bis ſpeeches,bp reaſon tyep bad no time to con» 
ider what to do, they ſtill fled from him, not ſo much with the 
thought of what he was, as with fear to come near him, fo: none 
came within his compaſs but he dped; ſo that where be fought 
Death triumpbed,and by reaſon of their flight, big hiſtp blows 
were (ſpent in vain.

men ſt them,tfo: ten they began on all ſites to arm themſelves 
acuh: But that was ſoon ſtaped by the coming of Tmbaſſa- 
doꝛs ficm tyc Ring of Armenia, who delivered their Mellage, 
thus. . 

Perſicles of Aſſyria; The mighty King of Armenia commands 
trete 2eliver his Sen Palianinſafety, whom de underſtand⸗ 
eth thou haſt taken Pꝛiſener: withal, he requires reſtitution t9 
bc mane of the Crown and Kingdom of Allyria;, Which by right 
of ancicac inheritance is his:other wile be will bzing ſo puillant 
ann invincibieen Army &g4tnt ther, thit all waſle and con» 
ſume this Lant, not leaving City, Tawa,ne! houſes, de will 
mane the Inbabitants perpetua!

Let bim with haſte return, leſt mp fury overtcke him, and ſo he 
fel the miſchiefhe intendethtome, fo: J mean tomeet him 
p2eſently,and wozk ſuch deſtruction amongſt his Douldicrs, as 
Call cauſe them to (&@k his life f.: betraying them into mp 
bands. | 

Perſicles ſpake theſe wozds With ſuch furp,that the 2mtafſas 
dozs believed he would do it, and ſo thep departed. Tie Bing 
of Armenia little thinking to receive ſuch an anſwer, but cher 
perfozmance of his demand, was ſocnraged, (hat he pꝛelent!p 
commanded his Sculdiers td march tottze City, vowing tore⸗ 
deem his Son, o; to bs taken Pziſoner h'\mſelf. Perſicles alſo had 
collected a mighty Band of Perſians and Aſſyrians to meet bim, 
that this was likelp to pzove the hotteſt Battel that ever was 
foygbt in that part ofthe wozld. 

Jn the mean time Palian was bzought be foze Perſicles, wha 
was ſeatcd upon higKing!p Thioae in great Pajeftp,*1'd then 
ſaid: What canſt thou alledge to excuſe thy ſelf from death. hav- 
ing rightly deſerved the ſameꝰ thou know'f; that it now reſteth in 
my power to ſet thee free, or put thee to death, which the juſt hea- 
vens have inflicted upon thee, as a due puniſhment for thy tyrany. 

Jam (quoth Palian)a King as «bſolute ns thp felt, there⸗ 
for J know thou darcſt net put mc to death; Which if thou 
ſyculdeſt pꝛeſume co afterpt,Jknow that mp Father is hard ag 
thp Elbow to reverge ce lame, whoſe power hou cart not e⸗ 
ſcape : thercfo:e J defle thee, and dare thee to vs the ſame, 22 
know ther to be ol ſe eoward!y a diſpoſition, that when thou doeft 
once tome within my Fathers fight, thou wilt run «wap. The 
people that ſtood bp hearing this, ceped et. Hang tim up, Let. 
him dye, Let him dye, and it was lang before the multttude 
would be appsaſed; but at iength the King ſaid! Craitor, da⸗ 
reſt thou ntrer belt wopds in mp preſence f (hon Hale aNurcdlp 
dye, zu the Mozid ſhak not redecin thee, ende commonided his 
Guard to bew bim ein plette. Wiherevpon they began ts Wound 
pim; but Montclion ſteping between tzen, and grumbling hims 
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ſelfupon his knee, thus ſaid : Moſt Noble King; vouchſaſe to 
hear me ſpeak, and without offence let me claim my Right: This 
Knight is my Priſoner, and to put him to death without my con- 
ſent, were todo me wrong : Yet although I ſpeak this, pardon 
me, [ ſpeak not any thing to contradict your will, but I humbly 
delire your Majclty to grant me this favour,that as I took him, ſo 
I may diſpoſe of him. 

The King with 2ce2t haſt roſe from his Seat and embzaced 

Montelion , ſaying : Were it my Kingdom, my lite, or any 
thing elſe that I etteem more than both, that you c<quired, I 
would fax ever curſe my heart if I ſhould deny it you, for you 
have done me ſo much good, and my debt is to you ſo great, that 
if I live a thouſand years , Iſhall never pay : therefore I give 
him freely unto you, and his lite withal, I humbly thank you 
(replyed he) and ſo took his Priſoner by the hand, and after 
bumble Reverence done, he departed, to whom being alone, 
ſaid 2 Noble Pcince, not expecting reward, nor fearing threats, 
I here giv: you liberty. Then did he deſire him to make choice 
of his Horie and Armor, and arming himſelf, rode diſcourte— 
oully away , his ftout heart not ſuffer ing him to give Afentelion 
thanks bei g come to the Camp, he humbled him ſelf to his Fa- 
ther, who embracing him ſaid: My dear Son welcome: Then 
ürutting pp and own, ſaid : Ithought that Daſtard Perſxles 
durſt not detain thee, for if he had, his life had paid thy Ranſom, 
and ſhall do yet for keeping thee ſo long: by ter, this night 
will I fre the City about his ears, becauſe I know the Coward 
dares not come fo: th to meet me. 

Bearing his Father thus boaſt, and knowing how unlikely 
be was toperfo:m it, ſuch e paſſicn of deep conſtderatien, chan- 
ged in {im ſuch a ſudden olteratlen contrary to his fozmer diſ⸗ 
peſitien, and calling t2remembance how latelp he was in dan⸗ 
ger of death, the greet zower Perlicles hay about him, the late 
laughter he had made amcongtt his Souldiers , the courteſte of 
Montelion : but meſt of 6fl his ungratitude towards him that 
bad given him his lic, thus ſatd: 

My Noble Father, not the fear of your Forces, nor Perſicles 
Cowardize (for by his own doom I had dyed) ſet me at liberty: 
but the courteſie of a noble Knight, wito 90K ine Pr] — 
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when Perſicles had appointed my death, and che Executionzr 
ſeilm vg on me , challenged me to be his Priſonec, hnourably ar- 
med me, and courteouſly let me go: therefore I beſeech you 
withdraw your Forces , and offer no wron g to Perſicles, who ne- 

ver offended you: the Kingdom of Armenia is 0 good as Aſjria, 
ard better, and it is better to enjoy that, withquier, than bach 
that and this with diſconte if no: fo: that , = to- this, I

The King hcacd out his ſpeeches with filent bexations,being 
ſs inwardly enraged, and with deſtre of thirſting afcer revenge 
that his heart was ready to bur? with malice ; but at laſt being 
mollifled rather with veſpair of va zy, then ofpeilding to his 
Sons requeſt, de ſatd; let it be as pou would have it, fo2 this 
time pou ſhef ovtr-rule me. 

Noble Faty51(quoth de) J anely to conclude this Pezes wil 
turn to eur evꝛelalliag gos and rout own content: Perlicies ts 
Hono:abie and never otfended peu, nd J nncw he will embꝛace 
it, ther efo2e Jdtſtre pou, let it ve concluded With pur free 
conſent: Wherenysi he — his conlen: : wiking dim to con- 
clude What he thought good 

Palian mounting bimſe!t fit fo ſpurs 19 his Qozte, wi: 3 ail ſped 
ri2i2g tiwards the Cite, werc ve 2 met with Perticies's mighty 
Wind ef Sdalditrs, anddefiiing toſpeak with M ontelton , tie 
kintiy * iced bim pending dim lo miny hearty thanks. wiölth 
ſuch courtt fie, nove x earncſt aft aian, with many earneſt vows 
toz p:£ierdting his ute thyt Montelioa wandzer at the ſudden al» 
Lerateo 
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teration in him, that beſo:e was ſa rude and diſcourteers, moſt 
lovingly embꝛactd him: then did he unfold the cauſe of bis com= 
ing with ſuch earneſtneſs, entreating Montelion to jepn with 
him to conclude the peace , that he pzomiſcd him aſſifftance,-(a 
they went beth unto the ding. 

Palian delivered his Weſſ:ge with humble reverence.4 Per- 
ſicles with as much ccurteſte recctve® it, and  effectitallp was 
this Wor gyt,that the peace was accepted, and both the Armtes 
meeting inthe ficld, in lead ofb!ows cmbzaced each ether, and 
both the Kings ſaluted each other, ficſt in ſtrange ſozt, but aſter⸗ 
wards with moze famiitarity. After many ſp&ches on both 
ftdes,Perlicles accufrg dim of wꝛongs, and he till alledging 
the contrary, but Palian labouted earnef!p to conclude þ peace, 
pct che battel was like to jopn, andofcentimes they bath grew 


togreat rege, which by Monteiion's 4 Palian's perſwaſions was 


corciudrd. Gzowing to this concluſſon, a Yeoce was tatiſted 
fot two pears, in which time 1mbaiTado;s (ould be ſent te the 
GCmgcro2 of Perlia, and the King of Macedonia, to entreat their 
Ropal all.ſtance to make an end oſ this Controverſſe, 


Perlicles's heart could hardly endure to peild to his Foe ſo far, 
oz abſtain himſelf from revenge, oz appoint his rightful eftate to 
be determined by the doubtful caſe of Arbitrement, in his heart 
diſdaining his enemp (ould have ſo much ſcope limitted him, 28 
though he bad intereff at all in his Kingdome, but rather thac 
then he ſhould either abſolutely win al, oz loſe all:but regarding 
how much he had troubled Deloratus and the Perſians, whanow 
defired to return home to thetr own Conntrep: but moſt of au 
being deftrous to travel in ſearch of his dear Love, from whom 


be had long been abſent,foz whoſe ſafety he would have loſt life,” 


Kingdom and liberty, whoſe abſence was a continual grieftg 
bis Conſcience,utterlp deſpairing of finding her:but pet that, 
uz anp other ambiguity could cauſe him to di ſlſt, but þ ye wouls 
depart in her ſearch,thinking che was living,therefoze he pield⸗ 
ed to in thing. 


Having taken the King of Armenia's Dath,not to interrupt 


tim in his Kingdom till the time pzefired, they parten, Perſic es 
to the Citp, and the King wich his 8 to Armenia, — 


— 
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mind wos linked in ſuch admiratiog of Montelions vertues, 
that ke humblp entreaced his Fathers leave to bear him com- 
panp, but be denped him, rep2oving bim greatly with bitter 
terms; pct nftiritht4ano:ng within few devs After be depart⸗ 
ed in tilguifc. The Bing would have ſent after bim eo have ſtaid 
him, but tis Nebles perſwaded bim to the contrary, 

Palian being arrived at the Aſſyrian Court declared to on- 
telion the cauſe of his icaving his Fathers Tourt, which was 
with no other intent (te (aid) than to enſop his company, and to 
do Perſicles ſervice ; which pꝛoceeded not from any coloured diſs 
fimulation, but from the depth ofa conſtant reſolution. Such 
an alteration had Montelion's bertueg and his fathers tyzanny 
wicught in bim, that he admired tye ene, and abgozedette 
ether ; of which he gave ſuch mantkfeſt tokens, that Perlicles had 
— cauſe ta miſdoubt him, noꝛ Montelion to tt kuſe his familia- 
r fy. 


CHAP. XVII. 


How after the Peace concluded, Pericles left the Government 
of AHria to Piſor, determining himſelf to travel in ſearch of 
Conſt antia: How they arrived in Perſia : of their honorable en- 
tertainment,and of the contrarious accidents in Love that be- 
fel inthe Perſian Court. : 
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el of cxceeding richneſs, which Montelion in the pzeſence of 
them all put about his neck, vowing ſolemnly never to part 
with it until he had ftund out his Parents. 

Afterwards they diparted, Montelionleavbing Cothanes end 
his Foſter Mother. Who bewalled his departure with atu=dance 
of tears: But within few daps they arrived in berſtr, tht En- 
pero ſending out Trops of Gallant Knights to attend them, þ 
States, Mobles, and Peers of the Land in rich attire to enter⸗ 
tain them, and himlelf with the Empꝛeſs, Pieca, and a number 
ofother Balant Ladtes, foꝛſak ing the Court to meet them; te 
Citizens hearing of their appꝛosch, pꝛe pared to entertain them 
with delightful ſhows. The Knights met them ſome two miles 
from the City, welcoming Deloratus with great reverence, r 
the other th2&e Knights With courteſte ;, the Mobies embiacing 
them, and st the gate they ſaw the Empero with his Ropal 
Allemblp taping their coming, unto whom Deloratus kneled, 
whilft thep with tears welcomed his ſafe re un; and whilf? he 
emb2aced Picra , ths Emperoz and Empꝛels ſaluted Pericles, 
and when thep had left them to ſpeak to Piera, thep demanded 
of Deloratus who thele ſtrange Knights were: one of thcm(ſaid 
be) is our late reconciled friend Palizn,and the other ts the moſt 
valiant Knight Montelion : that by his valour hath preſerved 
our lives, confounded his enemies, and won himſelf immoztai 
hono2. The Emperoꝛ bad Palian welcome into Perſiz, and then 
be very kinvly embzaced Montelion , wha with reverence ken 
at his feet. | 

All that bcheld bim, admired that one ſo poung ſhould be en- 
dued with ſuch Chivalrp 3; ard the Ladies with their nice tpes

furveypcd each part of his perfcd Lincaments, which they founy © 


to be moſt exquiſite. All tedious ſalutattons being paſt, thep

Then Phan began to be diſquieted, with 
fear, left Montclionbp conference with P:ixcntiv Mud diſcover 
bis laſt deceit, and be by that means be pꝛebented of all future 
hope, there loe he uſed ſuch means tbat Mon:ci1 n could habe no 
conference with her, which be by reaſon of bis fret, dur not 
tek no: ſhe erpea, thinking to habe à time of moe conbe nience 
ta mert.

* Thus troubled in mind be betook bimfelfto his reſt. ccarce able 
to give bis eyes one minutes ll p until moꝛning, and then again 
as votd of comſozt as if be dꝛeamed a thouſand jmpoſſibilittes, 
neitber able by tbe counſel of Perlicles nog otherwife.to debiſe a

And if I have diſcover'd what modeſty will not permit, 
The offence being done by you, pray pardon it

This .co::tcar?d bim not, but be grew co ſuch tmpoztunare re-

ming in bimſelf fuch a kind of deſperate bebabiour, that ſhe 
| could not te il bow to deny him, and at lad cailing Lanula, unro 
| ber, ſpe whiſpered a ſz wazds in ber ear, whereupon dzawing

Palian ſæ ing that, put cff dis *pparel, and laid bimſelf down 
by ber, folding ber delicate body in bis arms, with twrt embza.

ſome time, which I found to be ſomewhat familiar, of deep affe- 
tion on his part, but on hers withacontrary intent, leſtiher 
countenance bewray his love to me, which ſhe knew wceuld breed 
my diſquiet. By reaſon of Amphiad.r's periwalion, who conti- 
nually augmented my ſuſp ition I then began to ſuſpect them, and 
grew fo «X'rcam j:aloulic, aſſuring my ſc't they dealt diſl yally 
with mey purpoſing to werk revenge againlt them ; but then he 
began to perſwade m not to condema them withcut maniteR proof, 
3s. much per{wading me not to think ſo, as before he had done to 
prtſwade me thereto: nothing then could alter my mind, my 
vchement diſquiet would not ſuffer me to teſt, nor to find his de- 
ctit. One day being alone I complained againſt my hard fortune 
and her diiloyalty, and in the midſt of theſe complaints he found 
me out, intending by my overthrow to work his deſire. Iſceing 
him near me, aſter forme conference, Ideſiied him to counſel me the 
befi way to lalve theſe evils, to be aſſured of the truth, and to da, it 
without my reproach or her ſcandal, for I zm laath to accuſe her 
without juſt proof. It (faid he) I may then counſcl you, thus _— 
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àdviſe you to do The King is now lick, and hath ſent for many 
of his Nobles to come to him, ſay you allo, that you have received 
Letters from him, and that you mult three daies hence depart to the 
Court, by this you ſha'l find out the truth thereot, and at the time 
of your departurc defirc Paleſu to brar you company, which if he 
refuſe, you may then judge of him accordingly, my felt will then 
accompany you to my Catile, wherein you thall remain in ſecret 
a while, and I in a diſguiſe unknown to any, will return, and will 
car: fully note their behaviour at all time to find the truth there- 
of. TI liked well of his counſel, and followed the ſame, making 
my departure known to Alſala, v ho with a heavy heart lamented to 
hear of my abſcnce,which ten ( by reaſon of my ſuſpect) I eſteemꝰd 
to bed flimulation s Amphiador in the mean time went to Pallet, 
and told h:m by reaſon of ſome conceit or fuſpitian I had lately con- 
ctived, would carry him with me to the Court, and therefore 
willed him to be ablent at that inſtant. The time of my departure 
being come; I thought to find him, but he was gore, which augmen- 
ted my ſuſpition to a refolution, but intending to try the utmoſt of 
all, and truſting to Ampbiador's teithfulneis, I went with him unto 
his Caſtle, ſtaying there three daies: In the mean time, (I think- 
ing he had been returned to my Caſile) he went toan Enchanter 
namrd*Pentbraſus ; and brought him to my Cifile, (hewing him 
Philothet a, promifing him, that if he would but work means to rid 
me away, ſo that I might never return, when ſhe came to years 
to procure her to confent to his love. Penthraſns at the firſt fight 
liked the potf:r, and promiſed to undertake. the (ame, tꝛking a 
ſole mn Oath never to diſcover it. Now fcaring leſt ſome other 
ould prevent him, and to avoid his Wivesiufpition,, who had 
greit krowledgein Necromancy, and otten by her $kil croſfed bis 
practices, and withal unwilling to be guilty of my blood ; after I 
was delivered to him, he brought me to this place, caſting fuch 
charms upon me, that 1 Hall never be releaſed, and when he hid 
done, he told of Amphiador's practice agzintt me. I then entrea- 
ted him to relesfe me, promißag to fulhl whatfoever Amphiador 
had promiſed him, but nothing could prevail, for he told me he 
had by à ſolemn oath bound him to perform, which he could not 
break, for if he did, by that he ſhould loſe the vertue of his Art. Then 
| | did 
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did I lament my misfortunes with bitter exclaims, but he told m: 
it was in vain, and fo departed, here did I live many years paſt 
hope of all comfort, thinking to end my daies in this place without 
ever hearing of them again, but at laſi Penthraſus came to me again, 
rt hcarling the ſequel of this Hiſtory ſollowir g. 

Am biadur being ſure enough of me, returned to my Caſtle, and 
coming to Aiſals, told her, that the day after I went trom chence 
Y. Leſus hid ſet upon me with an ambuſh of men, and ſo ſlain me, 
telling the ſame with ſuch proteſtations and probability of truth, that 
{he could not chuſe but believe him, counſelling her in iccret to 
appreh:nd him, and cali him in Priſon. Alſala heating this, had 
much ado to keep life within her, having ſcarce breath enough to 
c.mmand her ſervants to apprehend him, whilti Ampbiador laboured 
with ſuch as were about her to keep I fe in her. 

The rum ur of my death was ſoon ſpread abroad, and my ſer- 
vants believing the {ime ; ſome poſted io the Court, fome ſearching 
lor my body, none finding me alive nor dead, for which Ampbia- 
dor had ſtill an anſwer ready to ſatis fie any doubt, Paleſss hearing 
that it was Ampbiader accuſed him, and tor no leſs matter than my 
death (as he might well) denied the (ame, and often entreated A.- 
ſals to let him be brought to his tryal. But being over- ſwayed by 
Ampbiadur's petſwaſions, and being before troubled with his love, 
whereby he ſought to diſhonour me that was his friend, which bred 
a p:r{wation in her, that to attain that, he fought my life, and 
would give no credit to him, but he ſhould die, and within few 
daies attcr, ſhe apparelicd her (clf, her Servauts, ard all her At- 
tendants in mourning weeds, and departing to the Couit Craving 
juſtice of the King zgainfi Paleſus for murdering ine: The King told 
her ſhe ſhould have juttice whereupon Pal:ſus was brought be- 
tore the King, and there accuſed by Abi drt, he alledging all 
the falſe accuſations he could, and the other (iil! pleading his inno- 
cency, that in the end Ampbiador dt ſited the King to grant him a 
Combat egainſt Pos, which ſhou!d end the doubt of all the con- 
troverlic ; ſo the King granted it, and appointed a diy for the 
Tryal : in which violent combat, cruel fortune (© ordered the iſſue, 
that Pull: ſus was ſlain, and all men accounted him guilty, and me 
dead, yielding much honour to Amphiader, and the King in recom< 
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pence of his ſuppoſed loyalty co me, and for that I dicd without en 
Heu, created uin Duke: of 112, yet refervirg the Living to AIſats 
cuting her | fc ; this done, 41 14 returned towards Te and Ampbi- 
ader with her very fore wour.d.d, of whom ſhe had a (ſpecial care, 
tendiing hm as her ſelf for the love he had ſh. wed her in b.coming 
her Champion in reverge of my death. After he had recover: d his 
u unds, de contit ued many dates wi h her, not once ment;oning 
any love to het, (ecming with her to lament my loſs: but all th ngs 
in time wear out of mird, ſo did her forrow tor me, and ſh: begin 
to conceive well of him, which he perce ving did profceute his love 
with ſuch ſucceſs, that in the end he married her: which when 
Pentbroſis d cbared to me, it firuck my heart with deadly griief,then 
I dit ei him to releaſe me from this miſery. Neither (faid Pentbra- 
ſw) dol intend to claim the p:rforrmance of Amphia dor's promite, 
tor Pbil-iteta is fait, chaſt, at d vertuous, neither will Freveal this 
ſecret ta any but your (ef ; nor ſhall you deparc from hence till the 
time of che Enchanted Tower be ended, bailt by H lion, in which 
he hath ſhut Conſtantia Diughter to the Emperor of Perſia, and be- 
trothed wiſe to Perficles King of Aſſyria,who (hill be the firſt Knight 
that (hall arrive in this plice, neither (hall the Enchantment be 
ended by any but the Son of Perficles begotten cf Conſtantia; for 
(quoth he) the date of my life is at an en, and at ſuch time a: Per- 
ficles artiyeth here, will him to return into Aris to eſtabliſh his 
Kingdom in peace; for it will b: in vain for him to ſpend his daies

She ftaid 
ſome days in a Wilizge nat fat from theCitp of Piſos, in the houſe 
of au ancient Lady named Rilca, to whom the related ber mis 
foztunes pꝛocuted by Amphi do-, but concealed ber lobe to Mor- 
telion, fearing to commit that te ber ſecreſte. Ralca being a 
woman ol great wiſd2m, uſed Pailotheta bery kindly 3 pzomifing 
ta wozds, and ber dxds ſhewing it, that if be ſbould ſtay with 
ber, e would zs dearly tender ber, as ber own Daughbter , 
whom ſb? cauſed te k:ep ber company, Rejopcing much at this 

god £2ztine, being alone, uttered thete ſpxcbes :

whom J uadertook a task which my heart even then abbozred, 
and 
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and now tepent, not ſo much intending to pꝛocure th& that tobu 
deflired, as to ſatisfis my oton diſquter ſenſes 2: by tbe ſame 
means baving dzawn the Loyal Knight inte danger of bis lite, 
whoſe blod dou didft ſ&k to ſpit, elſe-wouldft thou nor Co diſþs- 
nozably and falſely bade accuſed him.

Being all et in a 
mot Koyai and Bajettical ſozr, the places ner to the Nopal 
Aſlemdlp ceing gloriaufly kurniſted with the beauites of fþt- 
ning Ladies, the Pztfoners were bought befoze them in hano⸗ 
reble fozt 5 and after many allegattons of w2ongs,tbep deffred 
Montelion te eppotnt tbeir Ranſomes : whereupon with great 


wiſdom and decent bebabiour be peilded them thanks , as was 


ſeldom ten in anp Rnight ſo !poung firſt with great courtefif 


embzacing be King of Macedon, reconciling bim tobte Quin, 


and the reſt who bad taken offence by dim, ſetring all free but 
Palian and Praxentia 5 impoſing this tas upon them, Palian to 
marry Praxentiz, and ſhe to quit bim of te wzongful accuſation 
ibe laid upon him, woicd (be pzeſently did, but reſuſed to marry 
Paliar.
